Seldom has a more pathetic page in 
the history of railroad accidents Ixen 
unfolded than that which has been op- 
ened by the wreck on the Jersey Cen- 
tral road last Monday night, i^tween 
Lehighton and Packerton, when a pas- 
senger crashed at full s]">eed into a coal 
train and killed three men.

between the wrecked locomotives. Grief 
has made her insane and robbed her of 
sight.

cry one along the Central, was an in- 
dustrious, hardworking railroader who 
was wrapped up in his wiie. 
They had 
been married some time over a year 
and three months ago the presence of 
a little baby strengthened the bond of 
affection between husband and wife. 


When the wife received the first news 
of her husband's death she stood as 
motionless as though life had left her, 
too, and when his body was brought 
home and she was brought face to face 
with her dead husband, her mind and 
bodily strength gave way and she sank 
upon him with a low sob. 
When she 
arose there was the blank look of the 
mindless upon her countenance. 
Rel- 
atives prepared the body for burial, and 
on Wednerday they followed his body 
to the grave. 
Mrs. Dunlap, in charge 
oi her own people, accompanied the re- 
mains. 
The instant the coliin.was low- 
ered into the grave the widow cast a 
beseeching glance in the direction and 
staggered back stone blind. 


Mrs. Dunlap is the object of heart- 
felt and general sympathy, but it is 
feared that she will have to be remov- 
ed to an asylum, as she has been vio- 
lent for several days. 
The twice-or- 
phaned babe is being cared for by the 
wife's jiarents. 


A sad case of affliction and destitu- 
tion was disclosed at Norristown last 
week by the death of Michael Jack, a 
feeble-minded character, who, with an 
imbecile sister, lived in a little stone 
hovel on the proceeds of his sales of 
matches in public places and collect- 
ing garbage. 
Michael, who was about 
70 years old, died of starvation. 
For 
several days prior his sister, Annie 
Jack, was too ill to render him any as- 
sistance or perform any household du- 
ties, and while her brother lay dead on 
one pallet of straw she was almost with- 
death's grasp on another. 
Wednesday 
she was formally declared insane by a 
commission appointed by the court, 
and was sent to the Norristown Hos- 
pital. 
It was testified before the com- 
mission that her feeble condition was 
due wholly to a lack of food or nour- 
ishment, and that her dead 
brother 
had suffered from the same cause. The 
unfortunates have well-to-do relatives.

Teas thus treated retain 
their tannin.

breakfast, lunch, or supper, than a dish 
of fried tomatoes. Choose large, firm, 
and not over-ripe tomatoes, and slice 
about half an inch thick- Pry in hot fat 
after first rolling in floor and seasoning. 
Have no more fat in the pan. than is just 
necessary to fry them. Brown on both 
sides without burning; cover «;ent!v with 
hot milk, add butter, aud as soon as the 
milk bubbles thicken slighrly with fiour 
wet in cold milk. The sauce must be 
perfectly smooth. Pour over toast. You 
may remove the slices of tomatoes to a 
dish containing hot buttered toast and 
make the sauce in the paa afterward, if 
you prefer.—American Affrkul 


A iXOVEL DISH. 


Cook one quart of cranberries in one 


and one-half cups of cold water; when 
soft add two cups of white sugar; strain 
through a colander. Select a handsome 
deep dish; put a layer of the cranberry ia 
the bottom; peel and slice enough ban- 
anas for a layer over the cranberry; then 
alternate layers until the dish is half full. 
Hake a meringue with the whites of four 
eggs, allowing more sugar tnan usual; 
beat the eggs separately until very stig, 
thea add sugar and beat again; 511 the 
dish up full to rounding over with the 
meringue; set in the oven two or three 
minutes to brown; cool and, just before 
ready to serve, cut another bananaa in 
slices and lay in a circle oa outer edge. 
then another row inside. With a spooa 
dip a lirtle cranberry juice on each piece. 
Serve from the table as dessert. — iV

nOT CABBAQB SALAD. 


Ono quart of finely shaved cabbagc, 
two tablcspooufuls of bacon or pork fat, 
two largo slices of onion, minced very 
fine; one teaspoonful of »alt, ono fourth 
of n teaspoonful of pepper, half a cupful 
of vinegar, one teaspoonful of sugar. 
Fry the onion in the fat until it becomeft 
•yellow: then add the other ingredients. 
Pour the hot mixture on the 
cabbage. 
Stir well, and servo at once. Lettuce can 
be served in the same manner.—Yankee 
BUxde. 


FniKD TOMATOES, 


There is no nicer dish for a hot weather 
breakfast, lunch, or supper, than a dish 
of fried tomatoes. 
Choose large, firm, 
and not over*ripe tomatoes, and slire 
about half an inch thick. 
Pry in hot fat 
after first rolling in flour and seasoning. 
Have no more fat in the nan than is jqst 
necessary to fry them. 
Brown on both 
sides without burning; cover gently with 
hot milk, add butter, aud as soon as the 
milk bubbles thicken slightly with flour 
•wet in cold milk. 
The sauce must be 
perfectly smooth. 
Pour over toast. 
You 
may remove the slices of tomatoes to a 
dish containing hot buttered toast and 
make the sauce in the pan afterward, if 
you prefer,—American

A liOVKL DISn. 


Cook ono quart of cranberries in one 
and one-half cups of cold water; when 
soft add two cups of white sugar; strain 
through a colander. 
Select a handsome 
deep dish; put a layer of the cranberry in 
the bottom; peel and slice enough ban- 
anas for a layer over the cranberry; then 
alternate layers until the dish is half full. 
Make a meringue with the whites of four 
eggs, allowing more sugar than usual; 
beat the eggs separately until very stiff, 
then add sugar and beat again; fill the 
dish up full to rounding over with the 
meringue; set in the oven two or three 
minutes to brown; cool and, just before 
ready to servo, cut another bananna in 
slices and lay in a circle on outer edge, 
then another row inside. 
With a spoon 
dip a little cranberry juice on each piece. 
Serve from the table as dessert.—New 
York 
Observer.

There are sections of 
her dominions where only approxima- 
tions are possible. In British Zambesia 
or the Xiger Protectorate the work of 
the enumerator would encounter peculiar 
obstacles, not only in the unwillingness 
of the inhabitants to be enumerated, but 
their willingness to reduce totals by 
slaughtering census attaches. But mak- 
ing all these allowances, the forthcoming 
census will doubtless be satisfactory.

Light Without Fire. 


To obtain a light instantly -without 


the use of matches, and without the dan- 
irer of setting things on fire, is according 
to the Mining and Scientific Press, an 
easy matter. Take an oblong vial of the 
clearest of glass, put into it a piece of 
phosphorous about the size of a pea; 
upon this pour some pure olive oil heated 
to the boiling point, the bottle to be filled 
about one-third full; then cork tightly. 
To use the light, remove the cork, allow 
the. light to eater and then recork. The 
whole empty space in the bottle will then 
become luminous, and the light obtained 
will be a cood one. As soon as the light 
becomes dim its power caa be increased 
by opening the bottle and allowing a 
fresh supply of air to enter. In very cold 
weather it is sometimes necessary to heat 
the vial between the hands to increase 
the fluidity of the oil, and one bottle will 
last all winter. This ingenious contriv- 
ance may be carried the pocket, and is 
used by watchmen of Paris in all maga- 
zines where explosive or iaSammable ma- 
terials are stored.—Pall Zfrdl Gazette.

A nonsn TO PACE. 


In answer to the question of a corre- 


spondent as to the best way to teach a cole 
to pace, the Breeder*' Gaelic says: 


Porry years ago almost every farmer's 


"boy in Ohio, Kentucky and Southern In- 
diana considered it indispensable that he 
should have a pacing saddle horse, and 
nearly every colt that would not p.ice 
naturally was forthwith taught to assume 
this gait. This was done by the use of 
•"hobbles." A strap was buckled around 
•each fore leg and connected with the 
hind leg on the same side, so that when 
,the celt was forced to move he could 
make but little progress without moving 
the fore leg and the hind leg on the same 
side at the same time. These hobbles 
should not be too rigid at rirst: that is, 
the colt should have a littie freedom of 
motion, but as he becomes accustomed to 
them they may be shortened so than lo- 
-cotnotion will be impossible excepting 
by means of the lateral or pacing gait. 
By this process, patiently and persever- 
ingly adhered to, almost; any colt can be 
.taught to pace. 


SATE THE BOXES. 


Poultry can digest bones as readily as 


-does a dog, if only given the chance to 
do so. and they will return more profit 
than will that self-same dog. There are 
-always more or less bones coine from the 
kitchen, and instead of these being care- 
lessly thrown away and wasted they 
=should be saved, in some convenient bos, 
under shelter, where they can be left 
until they have become well dried out. 
They can then either be crushed on a 
large, fiat stone, with a heavy hammer, 
•or else run through one of the small and 
-comparatively cheap hand mills made for 
the purpose. 
Granulated bone and bone 


meal can be readily procured, and cheaply 
as poultry food, but this does not make 
use of the bones which accumulate around 
the house, and which are generally suf- 
fered to go to waste. 
The hand process 


of reducing them is very slow and labori- 
• ous, yet it is much better than not to 
supply the birds with this very desirable 
food, a kind of food which in a great 
measure takes the place of meat diet 
during the winter when insec; food is 
O 
not obtainable. 
There is not much use 


of trying to reduce them by hand, and 
but few hand mills will do it either, when 
wet or fresh, but they must be first dried 
out by exposure to the air, or else more 
quickly dried in an oven. Cooked bones 
dry oj; more quickly than uncooked 
ones.—Poultry Bulletin. 


Corn smut is widely

World. The injury resulting from its 
attack varies Ironi a fraction of one per 
cent, to more than half of the crop. Ex- 
perimenters differ in their opinions as to 
its harmfuiness when eaten by cattle, but 
it is certain that it is not an active poison. 
The black powder of the smut consists 
of the spores, w'nich are simple, seed- 
like, reproductive bodies. 
These repro- 


duce smut much as seeds reproduce or- 
dinary plants.- Smut spores may grow 
in manure and liquids in the barnvard 
for an indennite period. The smut enters 
the corn when it is very voung, nene- 
tratiag the soft tissues of the lowest 
joints and root of the plant. 
Smut 


does not pass froni plant to plant in the 
cornSeld. Outwanl applications to the 
affected, corn plant will do no good, for 
the fungus is inside, and no application 
will reach it. Great care should he taken 
to keep the ground froni becoming filled 
with spores. By a rotation of crops the 
increase of smut may be prevented. Do- 
mestic animals should not be allowed to 
eat the srnut in tbe field, for they will 
distribute the spores in their droppings. 
Care should be taken not to contaminate 
yard manure with the spores. Infected 
stalks should be removed from the field 
before the smut balls open, and then be 
carefully destroyed. Plant none but seed 
that is perfectly free from smut spores. 
The spores adhering to seed corn may be 
killed by immersion in a strong solution 
of blue vitriol. In a general way the 
proportion may be given as follows, viz.: 
Use as many pounds of blue vitriol as gal- 
lon:! of water. The immersion should 
not last longer than fifteen or twenty 
minutes. If the wet corn is placed upon, 
sloping boards the liquid may be drained 
off and used over again a number of 
O 
times.—Courier-Journal.

-own judgment as to quantity, and they 
have never deceived us.

every time ho feels tho need of it,

very often seen animals whoso digestion 
operated painfully rise, lick the salt for a 
time, longer or shorter, according to the 
need they feel, and surely guidad by their 
instinct, then lie down and again rise, 
lick the salt again and so continue till the 
fuaunatlon tak^s place again, and t^m to 


FARM AND GAIIDEN KOTES. 


Oats are excellent for young pigs.
